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THE  STORY  OF 

FIRST  PARISH  CHURCH  IN  DORCHESTER 

Founded  1630 
Alice  Marion  Hamlet 

"Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place  in  all  generations  ” 

—  Psalm  90. 

The  span  of  more  than  three  centuries  is  only  a  moment  of 
time  as  history  records  itself,  but  to  the  human  mind  which 
reviews  it  it  is  a  period  of  exciting,  interesting  events,  freighted 
with  far-reaching  and  inspiring  portents  for  the  future.  As  we 
pass  through  the  hospitable  doors  of  First  Parish  Church  on 
Sunday  mornings,  we  enter  a  sanauary  of  Christian  love  and 
service  conceived  by  the  hearts  of  God-fearing  men  and 
women  of  three  centuries  ago  and  dedicated  to  the  principles 
of  liberty  upon  which  our  nation  has  been  reared.  It  is  truly 
a  ”  house  of  the  Lord  ”  which  has  been  reconsecrated  to 
freedom  of  conscience  and  worship  by  every  successive  gen¬ 
eration  of  faithful  worshippers. 

The  story  of  First  Parish  Church,  begun  so  long  ago,  is 
still  in  the  making.  We,  who  day  by  day  add  our  own  lines  of 
joy  and  endeavor  to  its  pages,  pause  to  remember  the  people 
and  events  which  are  an  inspiration  to  our  own  on-going. 

The  first  figure  who  comes  before  us  in  retrospect  is  Rev. 
John  White  of  Dorchester,  England,  the  spiritual  progenitor 
of  our  church.  Though  a  minister  of  the  established  Church 
of  England,  his  sympathies  were  profoundly  with  the  Puritan 
movement.  Through  his  unremitting  2eal  a  little  group  of 
one  hundred  and  forty  Puritans  finally  gathered  in  Plymouth, 
England,  for  a  day  of  prayer  and  blessing  before  leaving  the 
homeland  for  the  shores  of  the  New  World. 

On  March  30, 1630,  the  Mary  and  John  set  sail,  carrying  its 
precious  cargo,  an  organized  church  of  members,  officers  and 
covenant  and  two  ministers.  Rev.  John  Maverick  and  Rev. 
John  Warham.  For  ten  weeks  the  little  vessel  rode  the  waves, 
the  wail  of  the  wind  and  rushing  of  tempestuous  waters 
mingling  with  the  daily  prayers  and  worship  of  the  voyagers. 

The  first  landing  was  made  at  Nantasket  and  explorations 
were  made  along  the  Charles  River.  Settlement  was  finally 
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established  in  Dorchester  near  what  is  now  the  corner  of 
Pleasant  and  Cottage  Streets. 

Sunday,  June  6,  1630,  can  be  said  to  mark  the  founding  of 
both  First  Parish  Church  and  the  town  of  Dorchester. 
It  was  a  day  of  worship  and  the  little  band  of  travelers  from 
the  Mary  and  John  gathered  in  the  open  groves  of  their  new 
land  for  a  service  of  thanksgiving,  voicing  their  gratitude 
in  the  words  of  the  Ninetieth  Psalm. 

The  first  church  building  was  a  rude  cabin  of  logs  thatched 
with  grass.  It  served  not  only  as  a  place  of  worship  but  as  a 
military  storehouse.  Here  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  the 
colonists  held  their  church  services;  on  the  second  day  their 
town  meetings. 

It  would  be  difficult  for  us  to  imagine  the  rigors  of  those 
first  winters  which  made  ravages  upon  the  resources  of  the 
brave  little  group  of  settlers.  Their  indomitable  spirit,  how¬ 
ever,  reenforced  by  their  sense  of  the  immediate  presence  of 
God,  prevailed  over  every  hardship. 

As  other  boats  continued  to  bring  new  settlers  from  Eng¬ 
land,  the  colony  became  overcrowded  and  in  1635  a  large 
number  of  the  original  settlers,  accompanied  by  Rev.  John 
War  ham,  migrated  to  the  Conneaicut  Valley  where  they 
founded  the  church  and  town  of  Windsor,  Conn.  This  occa¬ 
sioned  the  reorganization  of  the  Dorchester  church.  At  this 
time  the  Rev.  Richard  Mather,  lately  arrived  from  England, 
where  he  had  been  driven  from  his  pulpit  at  Toxteth,  was 
installed  as  its  minister. 

For  thirty-three  years  Mr.  Mather  served  the  church  in  the 
town  of  Dorchester.  A  courageous  leader  and  a  man  of  in¬ 
tegrity  and  vision,  he  was  conspicuous  in  the  ecclesiastical 
and  civil  affairs  of  the  colony.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Richard  Mather  was  the  first  of  the  renowned  Mather  family 
of  New  England.  Four  of  his  six  sons  entered  the  ministry, 
Increase  Mather  becoming  president  of  Harvard  College.  In 
our  own  time  the  Laymen’s  League  Chapter  of  First  Parish 
Church  is  proud  to  bear  the  name  of  Richard  Mather. 

Rev.  Josiah  Flint  of  Braintree  succeeded  Mr.  Mather  and 
served  as  minister  for  nine  years.  His  death  at  the  age  of 
thirty-five  terminated  one  of  the  shortest  pastorates  in  the 
early  history  of  the  church.  Rev.  John  Danforth,  next  in 
ministerial  line,  remained  as  minister  for  forty-eight  years. 
The  ministry  of  Rev.  Jonathan  Bowman  continued  for  forty- 
three  years.  The  Rev.  Thaddeus  Mason  Harris  also  served 
forty-three  years  and  Rev.  Nathaniel  Hall  forty  years.  To 
quote  from  an  address  given  at  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth 
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anniversary  of  First  Church  and  Parish  of  Dorchester,  ”  If  the 
long  pastorates  of  its  ministers  show  that  they  were  faithful 
unto  the  church,  they  also  show  that  the  church  was  faithful 
unto  its  ministers.  Steadfastness,  love,  charity,  and  toleration 
have  always  marked  the  attitude  of  this  church  toward  its 
pastors.” 

First  Parish  Church  has  always  had  a  succession  of  min¬ 
isters  who  have  upheld  the  highest  standard  of  Christian 
devotion  and  saintly  living.  Following  Rev.  Nathaniel  Hall 
were:  Samuel  June  Barrows  1876-1880;  Christopher  Rhodes 
Eliot  1882-1893;  Eugene  Rodman  Shippen  1894-1907; 
Roger  Sawyer  Forbes  1908-1917;  Harry  Foster  Burns  1918- 
1921;  and  Adelbert  Lathrop  Hudson  1921-1938,  whose  spirit 
shines  in  the  memory  of  his  devoted  congregation  as  that  of 
a  well-beloved  friend  and  guide  of  the  parish.  Lyman  Vincent 
Rutledge  acted  as  colleague  to  Dr.  Hudson  from  1921  to  1927. 
In  1937  Robert  A.  Storer  was  called  to  assist  Dr.  Hudson, 
becoming  the  minister  of  the  church  in  1938. 

For  176  years  the  Meeting  House  Hill  Church  was  the  only 
one  in  the  town  of  Dorchester.  The  Parish  limits  were 
originally  the  same  as  those  of  the  town,  including  the  present 
territory  of  Milton,  Canton,  Stoughton,  Sharon,  Foxboro, 
South  Boston,  and  Squantum.  In  1805  the  growth  of  the 
congregation  led  to  the  founding  of  a  second  church.  An¬ 
other  meeting  house  was  ereaed  in  what  is  now  Codman 
Square,  and  Second  Church  in  Dorchester,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  John  Codman,  began  its  existence. 

Religious  unity  in  Dorchester  has  always  been  remarkable 
and  most  cordial  relations  between  First  Parish  Church  and 
Second  Church  have  continuously  been  maintained. 

In  early  times  a  close  affiliation  between  church  and  town 
existed.  The  first  town  meeting  of  modern  times  was  held  in 
the  first  meeting  house  of  Dorchester.  The  town  contributed 
to  the  support  of  the  church  and  voted  with  the  church  to 
call  its  ministers.  No  man  was  a  free  man  unless  he  was  a 
church  member. 

Not  only  in  civil  affairs  but  in  personal  matters  as  well 
the  church  held  strong  public  authority  to  administer  disci¬ 
pline  by  ”  admonishing  ”  and,  if  necessary,  excommunicating 
those  deemed  offenders  against  the  community.  In  1667 
John  Merrifield  was  called  before  the  church  ”  for  contempt 
and  slighting  the  power  of  the  church  in  not  appearing 
formerly,  though  often  called  and  sent  unto.”  In  1688 
Consider  Atherton  was  admonished  for  his  inconsiderate 
appetite. 
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First  Parish  Church  had  no  Sunday  School,  but  great  care 
was  taken  to  catechize  the  children  not  only  in  public  but  in 
visits  from  house  to  house  by  the  elders  and  pastors. 

Our  fathers,  stern  in  duty,  courageous  in  the  daily  hazards 
of  life  in  a  new  land,  were  men  of  faith  and  prayer.  Special 
days  of  thanksgiving,  fasting,  and  supplication  were  fre¬ 
quently  appointed,  the  prayers  of  which  were  followed  by 
deeds  of  charity  and  mercy  in  collections  for  the  poor. 

One  scarcely  looks  to  colonial  days  for  aesthetic  values  in 
art  or  music.  Unbending  devotion  to  the  will  of  God  be¬ 
tokened  more  of  austerity  than  beauty  to  the  Puritan  mind, 
but  music  seems  to  have  held  an  important  place  in  the 
worship  of  the  church  in  Dorchester.  The  Bible  and  hymn 
book  were  its  only  ritual.  The  first  hymn  book  was  prob¬ 
ably  a  version  of  the  Psalms  used  in  the  Church  of  England, 
but  in  1639  Mr.  Mather,  in  conjunction  with  the  ministers  of 
the  Roxbury  church,  Mr.  Welde  and  Mr.  Eliot,  compiled  the 
Bay  Psalm  Book,  the  first  book  to  be  printed  in  the  colonies. 

Three  generations  of  the  Pierce  family  led  the  music  in  First 
Parish  Church  for  a  period  of  a  hundred  years.  The  choirs 
were  large,  sometimes  numbering  seventy  singers,  and  they 
were  often  accompanied  by  an  orchestra  which  included  the 
bass  viol,  clarinet,  bassoon,  and  flute.  This  church  retained 
its  orchestra  until  1841  when  an  organ  was  introduced.  The 
present  organ  was  installed  in  1897. 

Today’s  meeting  house  itself,  in  its  simplicity  of  architec¬ 
ture,  has  reflected  the  rugged  and  noble  spirit  of  the  men  who 
founded  the  church.  The  log  structure  of  1631,  situated  on 
"Allen’s  Plain  ’’  near  the  corner  of  Pleasant  and  Cottage 
Streets,  was  succeeded  in  1645  by  a  new  meeting  house  close 
by  for  which  an  appropriation  of  250  pounds  was  made. 
Twenty-five  years  later  the  building  was  moved  to  Meeting 
House  Hill  on  the  east  side  of  Winter  Street.  The  third  church 
building  was  erected  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Church  and 
Winter  Streets  during  Mr.  Flint’s  ministry.  The  first  assembly 
in  this  structure  was  held  November  17,  1678. 

The  fourth  meeting  house  was  built  in  1743  a  little  south 
of  the  one  that  preceded  it.  This  building  had  a  tower  14 
feet  square  and  a  steeple  104  feet  high  to  the  vane.  As  the 
law  required  that  each  citizen  take  part  in  or  contribute  to 
"  raising  the  Meeting-hows,’’  church  raisings  were  always 
momentous  occasions  in  the  town. 

A  violent  storm  in  September  1815  injured  the  church  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  was  considered  necessary  to  build  an¬ 
other.  On  May  16,  1816,  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  edifice 
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was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  A  procession  of  Parish 
Committee,  artificers  and  Masons  was  formed  and  Rev. 
Thaddeus  Mason  Harris  opened  the  service  with  prayer.  Dr. 
Harris  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles  and  the  Masonic 
ritual  was  in  evidence  throughout  the  ceremony. 

A  serious  fire  so  damaged  the  church  in  1896  that  a  new 
building,  the  sixth  and  present  one,  was  erected  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  1816  structure.  Another  impressive  cere¬ 
mony  took  place  at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  in  which 
the  Masons  of  Union  Lodge  took  an  important  part.  Dedi¬ 
cation  services  were  held  on  May  6,  1897. 

The  history  of  First  Parish  Church  and  the  history  of  our 
country  have  always  been  closely  associated.  In  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  of  1775  the  churchmen  of  Dorchester  took  a  vigorous 
stand  for  freedom  and  made  the  supreme  sacrifices  demanded 
of  a  liberty-loving  people.  Rev,  Moses  Everett  served  the 
church  in  the  anxious  days  of  the  War,  later  journeying  to 
Philadelphia  to  participate  in  the  Continental  Congress,  The 
anti-slavery  agitation  found  the  members  of  First  Parish 
Church  upholding  the  principle  that  "All  men  are  created 
free  and  equal,”  and  making  no  distinction  of  race  or  color 
in  their  membership.  The  Civil  War,  the  Spanish  War,  and 
the  first  World  War  summoned  the  young  men  of  First  Parish, 
who  answered  the  call  with  distinguished  and  valiant  service. 

We  hear  much  in  these  days  of  "  religion  at  work  ”  and 
of  "  practical  Christianity.”  Members  of  First  Parish  Church 
have  always  worshipped  not  only  with  the  heart  but  with  the 
hand.  Early  in  its  history  the  women  of  the  church  formed 
the  first  women’s  society  of  the  country,  a  group  which  fore¬ 
shadowed  the  Women’s  Alliance.  During  the  Civil  War  the 
Benevolent  Society  was  organized  among  the  women  of  First 
Parish  for  praaical  work  in  the  community.  It  is  still  active 
in  its  ministrations  to  the  public  good.  In  the  time  of  Rev. 
John  Danforth,  about  1700,  the  Religious  Society  of  Young 
Men  was  formed  which  survived  for  more  than  one  hundred 
years  and  which  was  the  precursor  of  the  present  chapter  of  the 
Unitarian  Laymen’s  League. 

First  Parish  Church  has  a  working  covenant  but  has  never 
had  a  creed.  As  our  fathers  crossed  the  ocean,  motivated  by 
the  desire  for  religious  liberty  for  themselves,  so  we,  through 
years  of  change  and  growth,  adhere  to  their  principles  and 
seek  liberty  for  all.  When  the  "  Unitarian  Controversy  ” 
arose  in  1819,  dividing  the  New  England  Congregationalists 
into  Unitarian  and  Trinitarian,  First  Parish  Church  passed 
quietly  into  the  Unitarian  position. 
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Remembering  John  Robinson’s  words  to  the  Pilgrims  as 
they  left  England  in  1620,  ”  That  the  Lord  has  more  truth 
to  break  forth  out  of  his  Holy  Word,”  First  Parish  Church 
requires  no  theological  tests  for  membership  but  opens  wide 
its  doors  to  those  who,  "  In  the  love  of  truth  and  the  spirit 
of  Jesus  Christ,  unite  for  the  worship  of  God  and  the  service 
of  man.” 

We  of  First  Parish  know  that,  to  quote  a  former  minister 
of  this  church,  ”  The  power  which  has  guided  it  through  so 
many  years  of  change  can  guide  it  in  the  years  to  come.” 
With  grateful  hearts  for  benefits  we  have  received  in  the 
past  and  with  consecration  to  the  service  we  can  render  in 
the  present  and  future,  may  we  join  in  this  same  minister’s 
prayer : — 

God  Be  With  Us  as  He  Was  With  Our  Fathers. 
God  Save  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
God  Save  Our  Nation. 
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PURPOSE  AND  MEMBERSHIP

Unitarianism  is  the  religion  of  reason  and  the  human 
heart.  It  is  the  religion  of  love  to  God  and  love  to  man.  It 
stands  for  deeds,  not  dogmas;  for  hope  and  human  betterment, 
for  freedom  of  thought  and  progress  in  the  development  of 
the  spiritual  life.

Although  it  is  not  essential  for  us  to  be  in 
agreement  as  to  specific  statements  of  faith,  we  are  united,  one 
and  all,  in  a  positive  purpose  —  in  the  growth  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  on  earth. 

To  every  one  we  offer  the  bond  of  our  fellowship.  Here 
you  may  enjoy  true  intellectual  freedom.  Here  you  may  give 
yourself  to  activities  designed  to  create  a  more  wholesome,  a 
more  democratic  community  and  nation.  Here  you  may  share 
companionship  with  a  people  to  whom  the  Brotherhood  of 
Man  is  a  practical,  dynamic  philosophy. 

If  you  wish  to  share  this  faith  and  if  no  stronger  ties  hold 
you  elsewhere,  you  are  invited  to  speak  to  our  minister  or 
any  member  of  the  church  and  the  opportunity  for  mem¬ 
bership  will  be  granted  you.

2.  To  make  them  loyal  to  their  church. 

3.  To  give  them  opportunities  to  express  their  loyalty 
through  service. 

4.  To  train  them  to  be  efficient  and  loyal  Alliance  mem¬ 
bers  for  the  future. 

There  are  at  present  twenty  members  who  meet  every 
Wednesday  evening  with  the  exception  of  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  in  the  month.

Ballroom  Assemblies

and  girls  from  12  to  15  years  of  age. 

Once  a  month  throughout  the  winter  groups  of  adults 
meet  for  instruction  in  country  dancing  under  competent 
instruction.

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AMERICAN  UNITARIAN  ASSOCIATION 


The  First  Parish  Church  in  Dorchester  is  affiliated  with  the 
American  Unitarian  Association,  and  as  one  of  the  352  active 
member  churches,  this  church  supports  the  Association  and 
is  served  by  it. 

How  does  the  Association  serve  our  church,  its  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  its  individual  members?  Through  its  divisions  and 
staff  the  Association  is  organized :  — 

To  help  our  children,  young  people,  and  leaders  of 
church  school  and  adult  education  work 

The  Division  of  Education  develops  creative  activities  and 
worship  services  which  give  children  a  real  experience  of 
religion.  Curriculum  planning,  the  Junior  Choir  Festival 
(in  which  our  Junior  Choir  participates) ,  religious  pageantry 
(such  as  our  Junior  Choir  girls  shared  in  Miss  Erika  Thimey’s 
program  for  the  Religious  Arts  Guild  during  Anniversary 
Week),  and  literature  for  religious  education  {Beacon  Books 
in  Religious  Education,  the  children’s  Lenten  Manual,  and 
books  and  free  pamphlets)  are  among  the  contributions  of 
the  Division  of  Education  which  we  can  use.  Mr.  Ernest  W. 
Kuebler,  Director;  Miss  Frances  Wood,  Field  Secretary;  and 
Mrs.  Sophia  L.  Fahs,  Editor  of  Children’s  Material;  are  avail¬ 
able  for  expert  consultation. 

The  Unitarian  Youth  Commission  coordinates  young 
people’s  work  throughout  the  denomination.  It  trains  for 
youth  leadership,  makes  field  visits  to  local  groups,  extends 
student  work,  and  publishes  material  for  young  people.  It 
arranges  summer  conferences  with  lectures,  workshops,  and 
group  discussions,  conducts  summer  preaching  and  student 
centers  and  conferences,  and  has  established  a  loan  library  of 
recordings,  all  of  which  we  may  use.  The  Executive  Director, 
Mr.  Stephen  H.  Fritchman,  and  his  field  workers  are  ready  to 
visit  our  church  and  give  us  their  help. 

Adult  Education  and  Social  Relations  groups  can  receive 
guidance  and  discussion  material  from  the  Division  of  Edu¬ 
cation.  Mrs.  Frank  B.  Frederick  is  ready  to  advise  and  help 
us,  providing  program  suggestions,  printed  material,  discus¬ 
sion  questions,  bibliographies  on  social,  moral,  ethical,  and 
liberal  religious  issues,  and  speakers.  The  Division  also  de¬ 
velops  and  provides  material  for  the  Partnership  Plan. 

Through  institutes  and  regional  conferences,  and  pamphlets 
on  ”  I  Experience  Religion  with  My  Child,”  parents  are 
helped  in  their  plans  to  teach  and  live  religion  in  the  home. 
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To  help  our  church  and  its  organizations  in 
promotion  and  publicity  work 

The  Division  of  Promotion  and  Publications  publishes 
books  on  religious  education,  and  manuals,  anthologies,  and 
essays  on  religion  for  general  readers. 

The  Division  prepares  specially  for  individual  churches 
direct  mail  campaigns,  display  posters,  special  programs, 
newspaper  advertising  copy,  layouts  for  letterheads,  cards, 
and  bulletins,  free  literature  displays  and  distribution  plans, 
special  sermon  series  announcements,  finance  and  member¬ 
ship  campaigns,  radio  programs  and  promotion,  year  books, 
and  church  directories.  It  furnishes  cost  estimates  and  designs 
free  of  charge,  and  supplies  plates  and  printing  at  cost. 

The  Division  writes  and  places  newspaper  releases  for 
regular  and  special  church  and  conference  programs. 

Through  the  Book  Store  our  minister,  church  school  teach¬ 
ers  and  superintendent,  and  church  members  can  get  new 
and  old  books  on  liberal  religion. 

The  Christian  Register  is  edited  and  published  by  the 
Division,  and  gives  news  of  all  liberal  church  activities,  prac¬ 
tical  suggestions  on  churchmanship,  and  stimulating  material 
for  general  reading. 

The  Division  publishes  the  Wayside  Pulpit  quotations. 

During  1940-41  the  Division  again  produced  Sunday 
afternoon  radio  programs,  entitled  "  Religion  at  Work.”  Our 
minister  participated  in  several  of  these  programs,  and  one 
of  his  broadcasts  was  published  by  the  Division. 

The  Division  publishes  pamphlets  and  literature  which 
our  church  distributes  free  of  charge  to  its  members  and 
visitors. 

Dr.  Everett  Moore  Baker,  Director,  and  Miss  Mildred  Boie 
and  Miss  Irene  Nute,  his  assistants,  will  gladly  give  their 
service  for  any  of  our  promotion  and  publicity  problems. 
Mr.  Frederic  H.  Fay  is  Chairman  of  the  Division’s  Advisory 
Council. 

To  help  our  church  organization 

The  Division  of  Churches,  through  the  Department  of 
Ministry,  gives  scholarships  to  ministers  and  theological 
students  and  their  children.  (Our  minister  is  the  chairman 
of  the  Scholarship  Committee.)  The  Department  inter¬ 
views  candidates  for  the  fellowship,  helps  churches  select 
ministers,  plans  ministers’  institutes  and  workshop  confer¬ 
ences,  and  is  working  on  a  Manual  of  Procedure  for  the  use 
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of  parish  committees.  It  is  also  making  a  study  of  ministers’ 
salaries  for  the  use  of  churches.  Rev.  Dan  H.  Fenn,  the  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Department,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Kinsley,  his  assist¬ 
ant,  are  always  ready  to  help  us. 

The  Department  of  Unitarian  Extension  and  Church 
Maintenance  coordinates  the  services  to  ministers  and 
churches.  It  helps  establish  new  churches,  and  gives  financial 
aid  and  advice  to  established  churches.  It  sends  out  illus¬ 
trative  material  for  Every  Member  Canvasses,  advises  on 
organizational  set-up,  gives  advice  on  music  and  church 
services,  and  organizes  churches  in  regional  conferences.  Mr. 
George  G.  Davis,  Director,  and  Miss  Florence  Baer,  his  as¬ 
sistant,  are  ready  to  help  us  on  any  problems  of  church 
organization  and  finance. 

To  help  us  help  others 

The  Unitarian  Service  Committee,  organized  in  May,  1940, 
for  humanitarian  work  at  home  and  abroad,  has  made  a 
thrilling  record  in  the  name  of  all  Unitarians  —  in  southern 
France,  Spain,  Portugal,  England,  and  this  country.  It  has 
rescued  distinguished  people,  engineered  the  first  emigration 
project  for  children  from  Europe  to  America,  set  up  medical, 
sanitary,  and  educational  projects  in  internment  camps  in 
France,  begun  resettlement  projects,  established  a  Unitarian 
Center  in  Lisbon,  and  helped  thousands  of  individual  refugees. 
The  Committee  supplies  bulletins  and  speakers  on  Unitarian 
Service  work  abroad  and  at  home.
